PREFACE 


(to the first edition.) 


THE following Prayers for tlic use of Fajmllcs have 
been the pleasing occupation of the writer's leisure hours; 
and he now ventures to present them to the Reijgious 
PuRLic with an ardent desire that they may bo attended 
with the blessing of God. Revelation and experience 
have deeply impressed his mind with a consciousness 
of his own inability for a performance of this nature ; 
but he has felt throughout much encouragement from 
the words of the Apostle Paul, “ Our sujfc'wncij is of 
GodF To the strength, the guidance, and the teaching 
of the II OT.y Spirit he lias daily looked, beseeching 
Him to help his infirmities, to prepare his heart, and 
to direct liis pen ; and he Iiumbly hopes that he has 
not looked altogether in vain. 

In the composition of these Prayers he has endea- 
voured to keep the inspired volume continually in view, 
desiring that the sentiments which they breathe may 
correspond with its sacred truths ; and considering he 
Bible as a devotional book, consisting in a great 
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degree (especially the Psalms of David, and the epistles 
of St. Paul) of humble adorations, — contrite acknow- 
ledgments of man’s guilt, his depravity, and his help- 
lessness, — earnest supplications for mercy, pardon, 
and peace, — and grateful praises and thanksgivings to 
our Redeeming God for all blessings, temporal and 
spiritual, public and personal, — he has frequently 
borrowed its sacred language, and he feels a confi- 
dence, that ill the estimation of every Christian inlndy 
die language of the Bible will be deemed best calcu- 
lated to promote spiritual worshij), to comfort the 
heart, and to raise the soul to heaven. 

As almost every part of this great charter of grace 
testifies of Christ and Him CRUCIFIED, — as lie is the 
substance of all its arguments, the Sun that gives life 
and vigour to the whole system, the Fountain from 
whence the only pure streams of spiritual light and 
wisdom, holiness and hapjiincss flow, — it has lieen the 
Writer’s object to make Him the leading feature of the 
following pages ; — for it is the incense of His sacrifice, 
the value of llis merits, the prevailing tllicacy of His 
intercession, which alone can cau^e our prayers to 
ascend to the mercy-seat ol’ our God, so as to be 
heard, accepted, and answered. 

The Writer is well aware that the inexpediency of 
Forms of Prayer may be urged by somtj persons as 
tending to damp onr inward devotion, to induce for- 
mality and indifference, and to withhold from us the 
opportunity of introdiiciv.g suitable petitions and 
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thanksgivings, adapted to our peculiar circumstances, 
which are ever varying in this mortal life. It would 
be heside his present purpose to discuss this subject 
freely : but perhaps it will be allowed by the most 
strenuous advocates for extemporaneous prayer ^ that 
it is better to pray with an approved form than not 
at all, or tlian to use in social worship incoherent and 
irreverent expressions. In secret, when communing 
with our God, retired and alone ; the contrite sigh, 
the grateful effusions of the heart, offered through the 
Divine Redlkmeu, meet with an answer of peace, and 
require no* ornaments of speech to make them more 
acceptable in the sight of the hcarl-senrcliing God ; but 
when the Master of a Family, or any one who leads 
the w^orship of the social circle, acts as a voice to 
others, something more seems necessary ; there should 
be, if extemporaneous prayer be used, a quick in- 
vention, a readiness of utterance, and a formed judg- 
ment, in order to adapt the petitions to tlie several 
circumstances and wants of the hearers ; and as some 
may not have these abilities, and others may not feel a 
contidence to put tliem in exercise, a scriptural Form 
of Prayer may assuredly be used with advantage. 
And though it may not enter into all the shades of 
difference which exist in the experience of different 
individuals, (vvliich, perhaps, are knowm only to God 
and their own souls ;) yet may it not express those 
wants, feelings, desires, and rejoicings of the heart, 
which arc common to all the disciples of the Lord 
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Jesus ? As in water face answercth to facc^ so the 
heart of man to rnan,** 

The Writer, however, has not the most remote 
intention of employing the feeble efforts of his pen to 
discountenance the exercise of extemporaneous prayer. 
No : where the Lord gives “ the preparation of the 
heart and the answer of the tongue” extemporaneous 
prayer should he encouraged. Nor docs he wish to 
confine those who use the following forms to the exact 
words or the connexion in which the several petitions 
stand; for the Christian reader may use them merely 
as helpSj and may change, enlarge, or contract, as liis 
judgment directs. Neither does the Writer expect, or 
wish, by presenting this little work to the Public, 
to supersede the many excellent devotional forms at 
present in use : but as these are generally scarce and 
expensive, he hopes that he may not have misemployed 
his leisure hours, in adding to their number.* In con- 
clusion, he would humble himself before the ddirone of 
Grace, and pray that if these Forms speak according 
to “ the law and to ihe testimony,” they may prove a 
means of spiritual benefit to the hearts of the JlYdcr 
and of the Reader, and that both may unite with the 
Psalmist in praising Gon, and saying, “ Not unto us, 
O Lord, not unto us, but unto Thy name, give glory, 
for Thy mercy, and for Tliy trutli’s sake.”

IMay it dwell in us 
richly in all wisdom, and ’nay the fruits of 
it abound in us, in our hearts and lives, to 
thy praise and glory. 

lIBlessed Lord, let thy gracious 
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presence be in an especial manner with those 
of us who shall approach thy table this day. 
Pour into our hearts humility and faith and 
charity, and all those holy dispositions which 
should fill the hearts of those who partake 
of this holy ordinance. May we remember 
with continued thankfulness the exceeding

SECOND MORNING. 

For Conviction of Sin, and Humiliation 
before God. 

O THOU great and glorious Lord God, 
unto whom all hearts are open, and before 
whom nothing that is unrighteous shall 
stand, impress us with a due sense of thy 
holiness and thy majesty.

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UJiercifully spared our lives, and hast per- 
niitted us again to draw nigh to thy foot- 
jBtool, Enable us, by the influence of thy 
Holy i^pirit, to comnaence this day with a 
Solemn review of our guilt and helplessness, 
that our souls may be truly humbled, and 
that we may mourn over our sins with a 
godly sorrow. 

O merciful God, thou hast assured us, 
that thou hast no pleasure in the death of 
a sinner, but rather that he should turn 
from his evil ways, and live ; and thou hast 
not spared thy beloved Son, but hast sent 
him to seek by his grace, and to save by 
his death, that which was lost. For his 
sake, be pleased to look in mercy upon us, 
whose souls naturally cleave unto the dust. 
Cleanse the thoughts of our hearts by the 
inspiration of thy Holy Spirit. SufFer us 
not to dissemble our sins before thee, nor to 
attempt to excuse our guilt, or palliate our 
disobedience. But, O thou who resistest the 
proud, and givest grace to the humble, 
subdue that proud and self-righteous spirit 
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within uSj which is ever ready to turn ilcimi 
the sight of our natural corruption, and 
cannot endure the charge that our minds a?e 
alienated from thee, and that we desire no^ 
the knowledge of thy ways. 

O God the Holy Spirit, who alone canst 
shew to them that be in error the light of 
truth, shine upon our souls; and as it is thy 
special office, in, bringing souls to Christ, 
to convince them of sin, discover to each 
of us, w'e beseech thee, its defiling and de- 
structive nature. Teach us that its evil is 
manifest in the departure of the heart from 
Thee, and in the proneness which we so 
often feel to rest in the creature, and to find 
our satisfaction in earthly things ; and that it 
is the transgression of thy holy law, and 
exposes our guilty souls to thy deserved 
displeasure and condemnation. 

O may we bo taught by thy grace to 
examine ourselves, and compare our thoughts, 
our desires, and our practices, with the 
righteous demands of thy pure and holy law. 
May wc reflect on all our sins of omission. 
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well as those of commission, — of heart 
^ well as of life. May we be convinced 
6f sin, and truly humbled on account of 
our unbelief, and pride, and impenitence of 
heart, — on account of our worldliness of 
^irit, our neglect of the offers of mercy, 
and our disregard to the honour of thy 
Name, and the temporal and eternal 
happiness of our fellow-creatUres. O may 
we remember with self-abasement the many 
evil passions which have -gained the as- 
cendancy over us, — the many over-anxious 
jahd worldly cares which we have indulged, 
-T-our ingratitude and want of thankfulness 
for all the mercies we have received, while 
we deserved not the least of them, — and 
our want of submission under thy chas- 
tisements, when we might justly have been 
cut down as cumberers of the ground. 
In these and other respects, surely our 
own hearts condemn us ; how much 
more then, thou who art greater than our 
hearts, and knowest all things. We are 
verily guilty before thee, and have incurred 
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thy righteous displeasure. But turn fln?ti 
us, merciful Lord, and so shall we be turned* 
Wound our hearts, that thou mayest afte^4 
wards heal them. Bruise them under thy 
rod and power, if thou wilt but at length 
condescend to bind them up. And though 
we are tied and bound with the chain of our 
sins, yet let the pitifulness of thy great 
mercy loose us, for the honour, and through 
the mediation, of Jesus Christ, our only 
Lord and Saviour. 

Merciful God, may every fresh remem- 
brance of our sin and misery not only affect 
our hc^lrts with godly sorrow and true 
repentance, but may it cause us to apply to 
the all-sufficient remedy which thy gospel 
reveals for the comfort and salvation of the 
humbled and penitent soul. O may our 
mourning for sin, and our fervent longings 
of heart to be delivered from the love and 
dominion of it, be always accompanied by 
a lively faith in the Lamb of God, who 
taketh away the sin of the world ; that 
believing with the heart on him, we may 
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make .him the foundation of our hope; 

enjoy in and through him all the privi- 
leges and consolations of thy gospel ; all the 
Wessings of pardon, peace, and glory. Lord, 
hear and mercifully answer us -.—remember 
not our sins and offences; but according 
to thy mercy, think thou upon us, for thy 
goodness sake. We ask these blessings in 
the all-prevailing name and through the 
mediation of Jesus Christ, our Advocate and 
Intercessor, who hath taught us to say.

The grace of our Lord, ^c. 
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J Family Confession of Sin, and Prayer 
for Contrition and Repentance. 

O Lord God, gracious and long-suffering, 
we desire with humiliation and sincere 
repentance to acknowledge thy tender 
forbearance and goodness towards us, and 
to mourn over our own unworthiness and 
ingratitude to thee. Upon a view of 
our exceeding sinfulness, our hearts would 
justly fail us, nor should we dare to 
expect any favour from thee, if thou 
hadst not, in thine infinite compassion, 
provided a Saviour to redeem our souls 
from sin and death. 

But we would adore thy mercy which 
eiidureth lor ever. Though v^e can plead 
no rigliteousuess oT our own, thou hast laid 
help upon one who is mighty to save, 
even on thine own dear Son, and hast 
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griu:k>usly promised that in and through 
thou wilt hear the sighings of the 
l^ptive^ and 'wilt not despise the broken 
and contrite heart. O merciful Father, look 
Upon us in thy beloved Son, and behold 
US as suppliants at the throne of thy grace; 
hearken unto the voice of our cry, for unto , 
thee do we look up. Our natural alienation 
of heart from thee, and our own weakness 
and helplessness, require that we should 
oftentimes be in the valley of humiliation. 
We would, therefore, come now to thy 
footstool, confessing our sins, our wants, 
our sorrows, and our conflicts. 

We have sinned and done very wickedly, 
O Lord, in thought, word, and deed. 
We have sinned against the rebukes and 
warnings of our own consciences ; against 
the spirit and letter of thy righteous laws ; 
against the tender and merciful declara- 
tions and promises of thy blessed gospel ; 
against the admonitions of thy Holy Spirit ; 
against our own most solemn vows and 
resolutions. 
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We have sinned against thee, our 
against our neighbour, and against ourselv^t 
Instead of esteeming thy service to 
perfect freedom, and communion with thee 
our highest delight ; we must with shame 
and confusion of face acknowledge tha.t 
we have too often dared to set up oijr 
own will against thine ; and, by our im- 
penitence and unbelief, by our forgetfulness 
and contempt of thy word, we have too 
often manifested the natural enmity an^ 
ingratitude of our hearts to thee, our 
Benefactor and gracious Redeemer. Instead 
of fulfilling the duties which we owe to 
our neighbour, with a tender regard to 
his happiness and best interests, we have 
been grievously defective both in motive 
and in action ; we have been backward in 
shewing love without dissimulation towards 
all men ; and our attempts have been 
few and feeble to promote amongst our 
felloAv-creatures the kingdom of God and 
his righteousness. And when w'e look to 
ourselves, we must indeed confess our 
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ftbsme, our sin and misery; we have all 
of us destroyed ourselves by fulfilling the 
lusts of the flesh and of the mind : our 
hearts have been full of pride, of self- 
iudulgence, and of the love of the world. 

O Lord God, in all these things have 
We oft offended, and provoked thy just 
wrath and condemnation. Against thee, 
thee only have we sinned, and done this evil 
in thy sight. But, O Lord, return and 
deliver our souls, save us for thy mercy’s 
sake. Save us from the guilt and punish- 
ment, save us from the power and 
pollution of all our sins. It is thy blessed 
property, not only to accept, but also first 
to bestow, the broken and contrite spiiit. 
Spare us, good Lord, spare thy people, 
whom thou hast redeemed with thy most 
precious blood, and be not angry with us 
for ever. Magnify thy name in our deli- 
verance. And cause it to be seen by thy 
work of grace upon our souls, that where 
sin hath abounded, thy grace can much 
more abound. 
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Let thy Holy Spirit impart to us tiq|e 
contrition for all our sins, and that genuine 
repentance which needeth not to be repented 
of. May we be clothed with humility ; and 
may every fresh view of our own sinfulness, 
while it prostrates us in self-abasement 
before thee, make the Saviour more 
precious to our souls, and cause us to 
apply unceasingly to him who is alone 
able to heal the broken in heart, and 
to bind up all their wounds. And, O may 
we be continually bringing forth fruits 
meet for repentance. May we be watchful 
over all our ways, and live continually to 
the glory of his name who hath loved 
us, and given himself for us. 

We would now, most merciful Father, 
commend ourselves to thy care and pro- 
tection : watch over us in thy providence, 
and give ns peaceful and refreshing sleep; 
and, if it please thee to spare us to see 
the light of another day, may we rise with 
renewed resolutions to dedicate ourselves 
unto thee. 
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Pour down upon our absent relatives 
jWd friends, thy richest streams of mercy. 
Quicken in their hearts a lively sense 
of sin, and a due apprehension of their 
great and eternal concerns. And shew 
ihyself to them as a pardoning God in 
Christ Jesus, ready to forgive and willing 
to save. O may we be a family living 
under the saving influence of thy grace ; 
and be thou our God and guide, our 
hope and help, our joy and portion, this 
lught and for evermore. Ainen. .

But, adored be thy 
Name, thou hast graciously provided for all 
who truly repent and believe the gospel, 
though guilty, and de})rave(l, and hel})le.ss 
sinners in themselves, that the guilt of their 
sins should be removed through the blood of 
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our Lord Jesus Christ, who loved us, and 
gave himself for us ; and that the power of 
sin should be subdued by the grace of the 
Holy Spirit. O Lord, we desire to cast 
ourselves anew from day to day upon thy 
mercy ; imploring thee to give us true 
repentance and a lively faith, that we may 
be numbered among those who are washed, 
and justified, and sanctified, in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our 
God. . 

O merciful God, our Creator, Redeemer, 
and Sanctifier, who hast renewed to us this 
morning the blessings of life and health, 
and wdio art daily pouring thy benefits upon 
us ; may we now, with humble and grateful 
hearts, renew the unreserved surrender of 
ourselves to thee, the Giver of all good. We 
would commit our bodies, and all our w^orldly 
aflairs, to the conduct of thy wise and mer- 
ciful ])rovideiice ; and our souls, with all 
their concerns, to the government of thy 
Spirit and grace. Search us, O God, and 
try our hearts, and help us to see if there be 
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any way of wickedness in us ; and lead us in 
the way everlasting. May we ever consider 
it our highest honour to be called by thy 
Name, and to be employed in thy service. 
And forasmuch as we feel a frequent prone- 
ness to rest in the creature, and to find our 
satisfaction in the world and the things ol 
the world ; and that when we w'ould do good, 
evil i.s present with us,— subdue, we beseech 
thee, this fatal malady of our fallen naturi', — 
oVi earthly mind. 

Suffer us not to rest in the oiit-n ;.n-d form 
of godliness, nor in a mere assmit of the 
mind to the doctrino's of thy blessed gospel ; 
but let the reality of onr repentance and 
faith be made manife.st by a change, not only 
of our views and ajqnchensions, but also of 
our principles and conduct. O inercil'ul God, 
grant that the old man in us may be so 
buried, that the new man may he raised up 
in us. Grant that all carnal afll'ctions may 
die in u.s, and that all thi)ig> belonging to 
the Spirit may live and grow' in us. And 
grant that we may have power and strength 
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to itlistand and to triumph over the world, 
the flesh, and tlie devil. 

We live, O Lord, greatly below our privi- 
leges. Our souls cleave unto the dust : 
raise us, we beseech thee, from this low and 
grovelling state of mind. May we watch and 
strive against the first risings of sin in our 
souls. IMay we rejoice in Christ Jesus, and 
liave no conlidence in the flesh; and may all 
the blessed fruits of the Spirit abound more 
and more in our hearts and in our lives. 
May a holy fear of offending thee be ever 
presciit witli us ; and in all our works, begun# 
continued, and ended in thee, may thy 
glory 1)0 our rie^ er-ceasing object and aim. 
() gracious Lord, clothe us with humility. 
May the Avord of Christ dAVcll in us rielily 
in all \\i>(loni ; and may we ever be wdlling 
to aseril)e all onr salvation to (lie praise of 
the glory of thy grace. And if we have been 
luriK'd iVom darkness to light, — if thy peace 
rules in oar hearts, — if Ave bring forth any 
fruits of rigliteoiisuess, to thee be all the 
praise. Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us. 
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but unto thy name be the glory, for thy 
loving mercy, and for thy truth’s sake. 

Be gracious, O God, to our country. We 
are indeed a sinful people ; and it is of thy 
mercies that we have not been consumed. 
Continue, we pray thee, to spare and to bless 
us ; and may thy goodness towards us lead 
.us to repentance. Bless the king, and all 
that are in authority under him. Direct the 
public councils of the nation to the fur- 
therance of thy glory. Supply the wants of 
all thy people. Comfort and relieve the 
afflicted. Dwell in the families of all who 
fear and love thee. Remember Avitli thine 
especial mercy all our dear relations and 
friends. May the blessings we have been 
imploring for ourselves be also bestoAved upoa 
them, and may they and avo be enabled by 
thy grace to serve thee faithfully in this life, 
and finally be admitted to see thy glory in 
the life everlasting, Avorld Avithout end. Amen

FOURTH EVENING. 

A general Family Prayer.

And grant, O Lord God, that having 
Christ formed in our souls as the hope of 
glory, it may be our constant endeavour 
to be more and more conformed, both in- 
wardly and outwardly, to him ; that we may 
walk cnen us he walked, and shew forth, in 
our measure, all those heavenly dispositions 
which were manifest in him. In our family, 
and among our acquaintances, may we show 
forth the praises of him rvlio hath called 
us out of darkness into his marvellous 
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light. Make us kind and tender-hearted, 
forbearing and forgiving to all ; even as we 
hope, for Christ’s sake, to obtain forgiveness 
from thee. May we aim to be instrumental 
in promoting the knowledge of thy truth ; 
conducting ourselves with meekness towards 
those that oppose themselves. If reviled, 
may we bless ; if persecuted for right- 
eousness sake, may we patiently endure ; if 
defamed, may we look unto him, who, 
though the brightness of his Father’s glory, 
and the express image of his person, yet 
endured the contradiction of sinners against 
himself. Let us never be ashamed of thee or 
of thy cause, on account of any trials and 
afflictions to which we have been, or may be 
exposed ; but enable us, relying on the 
wisdom and strength of tlie Captain of our 
salvation, to fight the good fight of faith, 
and daily to obtain the victory over the 
world, the flesh, and the devil. O God, 
establish within us thy kingdom of riglit- 
eousness, peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost ; 
and carry us on from strength to strength. 
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until we receive the end of our faith, even 
the salvation of our souls. 

•Let thy heavenly benediction rest upon 
us, O Lord, in all our personal and relative 
concerns. May each member of this family 
conscientiously perform the duty of his 
proper station. Bless those whom thou hast 
placed at the head of it with wisdom and 
increasing grace. 

Defend, O Lord, these children with thy 
heavenly grace ; let thy fatherly hand ever 
be over them ; let thy Holy Spirit ever be 
with them ; and so lead them into the know- 
ledge and obedience of thy word, that finally 
they may obtain everlasting life, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.

May its doctrines 
he the constant rule of our faith, its precejrfs 
the cqpstant rule of our practice ; and may 
all its promises be fulfilled in our expe- 
rience ; so that the book of God may not 
be sealed, nor thy gospel hid from us ; but 
that it may be a lamp unto our feet and a 
light unto our paths ; and that ivc may 
abound more and more in all joy and peace 
in believing. 

O Holy Spirit, thou glorifier of the Saviour, 
and Comforter of the Church of God, vouch- 
safe to bring the words of Christ continually 
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to our remembrance. May we remember his 
command to search the Scriptures, for they 
testify of Him. Help us to repose all our, 
trust in Him ; and may we ever count it our 
privilege, as well as our duty, that the word 
of CJbrist should dwell in us richly in all 
^visdom. IVIay our sentiments, our tempers, 
and our whole lives, he conformed to thy 
revealed will. May we cast all our care upon 
the Lord ; taking up our cross daily, and 
following him, until at last we behold his 
face in glory, and partake of his promised 
salvation.

And may 
the love of Christ be shed abroad in out 
hearts by the Holy Ghost, that we may not 
only ourselves rejoice in hope of the glory 
of God, but be earnestly desirous that the 
heathen and the unbelieving Israelites may 
he made j)artakers of the common salvation. 

O thou almighty God, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, whose is the earth and the 
fulness thereof, and whose power alone can 
renovate the hearts of sinful men, look down 
in compassion, from the habitation of thy ho- 
liness, u])on a world lying in ignorance and 
in iniquity.

We therefore beseech thee to hasten 
the fulfilment of thy promises ; to send forth 
thy light and thy truth into the most be- 
nighted corners of the earth *, to enlighten 
the millions who sit in darkness and in the 
shadow of death ; and to turn them from the 
power of Satan unto thyself, the living God. 

O thou glorious Head of the church, who 
hast obtained the heathen for thine inhe- 
ritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth 
for thy possession ; raise up, we beseech 
thee, many messengers of thy mercy, and 
endue them abundantly with wisdom and 
grace, that thy gospel may be preached by 
them to every creature. O Lord, the power 
and the glory is thine ; stretch forth thy 
holy arm ; destroy the face of the covering 
that is cast over all nations, and from the 
rising of the sun to the going down thereof, 
let thy name be great among the gentiles. 
May they forsake their idols, and their 
refuges of lies, and hear and receive thy holy 
word. May thy Holy Spirit prepare their 
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hearts to welcome the sound of the glorious 
gospel of God our Saviour; and may they 
be taught effectually by his grace that there 
is none other name under heaven given 
amongst men whereby they can be saved, 
but thine, O thou blessed Lord Jesus, thou 
only deliverer from the wrath to come. 

And, O God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of 
Jacob, pour down upon thine ancient people 
Israel, the Spirit of grace and of supplication, 
that they may look unto Him whom their 
fathers pierced, and mourn. Let the deliverer 
come out of Sion, and turn away ungodliness 
from Jacob. Remove the veil that is upon 
their hearts ; and hasten the time when they 
shall acknowledge the Lord Jesus to be their 
Messiah, and be gathered into his fold ; that 
thus both Jews and Gentiles may become 
one fold under one Shepherd, and unite in 
one triumphant song of praise to thee, their 
God and Saviour. 

Finally, O Lord, let thy blessing rest 
upon every association formed amongst thy 
people, for the purpose of promoting thy 
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glory, and the salvation of man. May love to 
thy name, and zeal in the furtherance of the 
work of missions, be spread throughout the 
church of Christ; and may that day of 
blessing which thou hast promised to thy 
church soon arrive.

Search and try our hearts, that we 
may not be under .any self-deception con- 
cerning the things which belong to our 
eternal peace. May we be determined to 
know nothing as our ground of hope or 
source of comfort, save Jesus Christ and him 
crucified.

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graces of thy Spirit dwell in us, and 
abound ; and make us that we may neither 
be barren nor unfruitful in the knowledge

Thou hast encouraged us in thy word to 
spread before thee our manifold wants, and 
to plead thine exceeding great and precious 
promises. O do thou supply all our need 
out of the riches of thy mercy by Christ 
Jesus; may we, through thy grace, be 
brought to rest in the everlasting covenant ;

at the foot of the cross, and be enabled to 
rest in a blessed assurance of our personal 
interest in the redeeming love and finished 
work of Jesus ; that, being strengthened 
with might by thy Spirit in the inner 
man, we may abound in hope, through the 
power of the Holy Ghost. May we thus go 
on our way rejoicing, and bring forth the 
peaceable fruits of righteousness, which are 
by Jesus Christ, to the glory and praise of

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opinions, cause them to remember that one 
thing is needful” for their happiness and 
salvation ; and may they choose that good 
part which shall never be taken from them ; 
bethinking themselves of the solemn ques- 
tion, “ What shall it profit a man if he gain 
the whole world, and lose his own soul; 
or what shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul ? ” And may we all be more deeply 
impressed with the shortness and uncertainty 
of life. May we remember that our last tveeki 
our last hour, will soon come ; and may 
neither domestic cares nor worldly occiipa^ 
tions prevent us from seeking our life and 
happiness in thee. Give* us grace lo look 
uj) to tliec, in the time of health, as our 
reconciled blither in Christ, that so in trouble 
we may find thee our friend, in death our 
support, and in eternity our portion. 

To thy merciful cure we commit our souls 
and bodies this night. To thee alone do 
we look for our preservation, and for a con- 
tinuance of the blessings of health, and peace, 
and safety. May we consider it one of our 
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greatest mercies that we dwell in a land 
where thy Sabbaths are still observed ; and 
that our sins and our iniquities have not yet 
provoked thee to deprive us of the light of 
thy blessed gospel. Continue, we beseech 
thee, for thy name’s sake, this blessing to us. 
May we ever rejoice in the return of thy 
holy day, and endeavour to profit by all the 
opportunities and means of grace which thou 
dost afford^us. Be present with us to-morrow 
in pdblic and in private ; pour into our hearts 
the Spintdf grace and of supplications.

W e acknowledge, also, that we have 
been guilty concerning our bro- 
ken. xiii. 21. ther ; for the bowels of our 

passion have often been shut up 
1 jobniii. 17. from those that were in need ; and

instead of following after the things 
which make for peace, and things 
Jloni. xiv. 19. wherewith one may edify another, 
we have sat in judgment upon 
others, not considering ourselves, 
(iai. vi. 1. lest we also be tempted. We ac- 
knowledge, also, our pride and our 
evil heart of unbelief as the source 
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of all our sins, which incline us to 
Beb. iif. 18. depart from the living God. We 
have not walked humhly with thee, 
.Mic. y'u 8. our God ; but have leaned to our 
Prov. iii. 6. own Understanding, and have gone 
about to establish our own righte- 
ousness, and have not submitted 
ourselves unto the righteousness 
Rom.

O MOST Holy Lord God, unto whom all 
things are naked and open, and before whom 
nothing that is unrighteous shall stand : We 
come before thee at this season to consider 
our ways, and turn unto thee.

O thou Holy Spirit, melt our souls, we 
beseech thee, into a godly sorrow, which 
may work repentance not to be repented of. 
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Help US to search into the deep recesses of 
our hearts. So bring our sins to our remem- 
brance, and set them in order before us, that 
we may be truly humbled, and may approach 
thy throne of grace with broken and contrite 
^irits, to implore the forgiveness of our sins 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, our only 
refuge and hope. 

O thou heart-searching God, it is in vain 
to dissemble with thee ; thou knowest that 
we are corrupt in our very nature, and that 
we have made ourselves still much more 
corrupt by our multiplied transgressions, 
which from time to time Ave have committed, 
provoking most justly thy wrath and indig- 
nation against us. We have sinned against 
thy holy laws, in thought, in word, and 
in deed, and we have also frequently turned 
away our ears from the tender mercies oi‘ 
thy gospel, through the hardness and tlie 
impenitency of the evil heart of unbelief 
which dwelleth within us. But, O merciful 
Lord God, we are encouraged to draw 
nigh unto thee, since thou despisest not the 
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sighing of the humble and contrite heart. 
To us indeed belong shame and confusion of 
face, because we have sinned against thee;

Have mercy upon us, 
have mercy upon us, most merciful Father, 
for thy Son our Lord Jesus Christ’s sake 
forgive us all that is past ; and grant 
that we may ever hereafter serve thee in 
newness of life, to the honour and glory 
of thy name.

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lusts; may we utterly hate and turn from 
every evil way. And may a due sense of 
thy tender forbearance and long-suffering 
towards us, and of thy pardoning mercy 
to all who flee for refuge to the hope set 
before them in Christ Jesus, have a con- 
straining influence over our hearts and lives ;
